NOTE  THIS. 
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At  a  conference  of  the  three  Chicago  Dental  Schools, 
held  on  January  21,  1905,  it  was  agreed  that,  hereafter, 
the  tuition  and  other  fees  in  these  several  schools  shall 
be  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  for  each  year  s 
course;  that  an  annual  registration  fee  of  five  dollars 
shall  be  charged;  that  a  course  of  three  years  of  thirty- 
two  weeks  in  each  year  and  of  six  days  in  each  week 
shall  be  established;  and  that  the  preliminary  educa- 
tional qualifications  shall  be  raised  beginning  with 
1907-8,  to  graduation  from  a  high  school  having  a  four 
years'  course  of  instruction  or  its  equivalent,  which  may 
be  determined  on  the  count  system. 

The  National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners  re- 
quires that  beginning  with  the  year  1906-7,  matricu- 
lants in  dental  schools  must  be  graduates  from  ''an 
accredited  high  school  or  have  an  equivalent  education." 

Therefore  the  year  1905-6  will  be  the  last  in  which 
candidates  having  only  a  two  years  high  school  education 
or  its  equivalent  can  be  received  as  dental  students* 

No  student  can  be  received  who  is  not  present  within 
ten  days  after  the  opening  day  as  announced  in  the 
Bulletin.

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THE  CURRICULUM. 

In  the  June  number  of  this  Bulletin  we  announced  that  the  National 
Association  of  Dental  Faculties  had  repealed  its  former  action  pre- 
scribing a  four  years'  course  of  seven  months  each,  and  established  in- 
stead thereof 

A  THREE  years'  COURSE 

each  to  consist  of  thirty  weeks  of  six  days,  exclusive  of  holidays  and 
vacations,  as  the  minimum  requirement  for  dental  collegiate  education. 
We  also  stated  that  this  school  had  favored  the  four  years'  course  be- 
cause it  believed  it  best  for  thorough  dental  education,  and  that  it  felt 
that  three  years  of  eight  months  is  too  short  a  time  for  the  most  effec- 
tive education  of  dental  students,  but  that  it  would  yield  to  the  action 
above  referred  to  and  establish  the  three  years'  course  specified. 

The  announcement  of  this  action  of  the  National  Association  of 
Dental  Faculties  we  coupled  with  the  suggestion  that  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Dental  Examiners  and  the  boards  of  examiners  of  the  several 
States  had  not  confirmed  or  accepted  this  lowering  of  the  standard  of 
time,  and  that  until  this  had  been  done  this  school  would  see  that  its 
students  are  placed  properly  before  the  law. 

The  National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners,  at  its  regular  an- 
nual meeting  held  in  St.  Louis  August  26th,  decided  unanimously  to  de- 
mand, beginning  with  the  year  1905-6,  that  the  educational  requirement 
for  admission  to  the  dental  college  course  should  be  graduation  from  an 
accredited  high  school  or  its  full  equivalent,  and  that  no  change  be  made 
at  the  present  time  ''in  the  present  requirements  of  this  Association  of 
not  less  than  twenty-eight  calendar  months  {four  years  of  seven  months'^) 
of  college  attendance  for  graduation." 

While  this  conflict  of  views  is  entertained  by  the  two  great  National 
Associations  which  are  the  recognized  authority  for  establishing  a  uni- 
form minimum  standard  of  dental  education  in  this  country,  this  school 
will  give  for  the  present  year,  to  its  senior  class  the  seven  months'  course 
heretofore  established  for  three  years'  students  and  to  its  freshmen  and 
second  year  students  who  otherwise  would  have  been  in  the  four  years 
course,  a  course  of  thirty  weeks,  exclusive  of  vacations  and  holidays, 
as  demanded  by  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties,  and  be- 
ginning with  the  school  year  of  1905-6  all  classes  will  be  carried  through 
a  course  of  thirty-two  weeks  of  six  days  each,  not  counting  holidays  and 
vacations. 

This  we  believe  is  the  full  equivalent  in  actual  instruction  to  a  four 
years'  course  of  seven  months.  We  should  have  preferred  to  continue 
a  four  years'  course,  but  as  the  opinion  of  a  considerable  majority  of  the 
Dental  educators  appears  opposed  to  the  continuance  of  the  course  of 
four  years  as  instituted  two  years  ago,  this  school,  in  co-operation  with 
the  other  Chicago  Dental  Schools,  has  decided  to  yield  its  preference  and 
views  by  establishing  this  equivalent  substitute  course  of  three  years.

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INSTRUMENTS. 

The  instruments  essential  to  the  students  in  the  several  departments 
of  the  school  have  been  carefully  studied  and  determined.  Much  care  has 
been  bestowed  upon  the  selection  of  the  instrument  sets  that  the  variety 
of  forms  may  be  sufficient  for  the  student's  needs  without  being  exces- 
sive. Close  study  of  this  subject  and  long  and  careful  observation  of  stu- 
dents and  the  progress  they  make  in  the  attainment  of  manipulative  skill 
show  their  progress  to  be  so  closely  related  to  their  instrument  equip- 
ment that  this  school  must  demand  that  the  instrument  sets  required  be 
obtained  by  each  student  as  a  condition  of  his  continuance  in  school  work. 

In  operative  dentistry  it  is  found  that  a  close  adherence  to  the  form- 
ula plan,  in  the  study  of  cutting  instruments  particularly,  is  essential 
in  teaching  the  important  subject  of  cavity  preparation;  and  this  will 
be  carried  out  critically  in  all  departments  of  the  school.  This  teaching 
is  begun  in  the  technic  classes,  and  the  same  lines  of  instruction  are 
followed  progressively  by  teachers  and  demonstrators  in  all  of  the  de- 
partments to  the  end  of  the  Senior  year,  the  same  instrument  sets  being 
used  throughout  the  course  of  study. 

In  prosthetic  dentistry  and  in  the  several  laboratories  a  similar  care 
as  to  instruments  is  maintained. 

The  instruments  in  the  lists  are  required  because  they  are  essential 
to  the  student's  progress,  and  students  must  provide  them.  Students 
should  not  bring  with  them,  nor  purchase,  instruments  of  other  patterns, 
for  they  can  not  be  received  as  equivalents  of  the  required  sets.  They  are 
the  same  as  those  required  last  year.  No  student  is  required  to  make 
changes  in  his  instrument  sets  during  his  three  years'  course.  The  in- 
strument lists  will  be  furnished  on  application. 

Written  Quizzes  and  Examinations  are  held  by  the  various  profes- 
sors at  intervals  during  the  course,  and  especially  at  the  «nd  of  the  first 
semester.  A  few  of  these  latter,  especially  in  those  lecture  courses  which 
terminate  with  the  first  semester,  are  final  examinations  and  a  few  others 
are  final  upon  the  subjects  passed  over.  But,  for  the  most  part,  they  take 
form  of  written  quizzes  as  an  educational  exercise  and  for  determining 
the  progress  being  made  by  the  classes  as  a  whole,  and  by  the  individual 
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student.  Past  experience  has  shown  that  the  written  quiz  is  of  great 
value  to  the  student  as  a  training  in  the  formation  of  his  ideas  and  in 
pointing  out  the  particular  lines  of  his  strength  or  weakness  and  guid- 
ing him  in  his  further  studies. 

The  monthly  reports  of  attendance,  and  the  standing  of  pupils  in 
quizzes,  recitations,  laboratory  work  and  in  infirmary  practice,  both  oper- 
ative and  prosthetic,  are  considered  in  making  up  the  rating  upon  final 
examinations. 

The  final  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  the  term. 
REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

A  radical  change  has  been  made  by  dental  schools  in  the  methods 
of  examination  for  admission.  Formerly  these  examinations  were  made 
by  the  officers  of  the  Dental  School,  but  the  Faculties'  Association,  at  the 
Omaha  meeting  in  1898,  passed  a  rule  requiring  that  these  examinations 
be  made  by  the  legally  constituted  officers  of  instruction  of  the  locality 
in  which  the  applicant  resides  or  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  InstruC' 
tion  or  deputy. 

Therefore  students  desiring  to  matriculate  in  this  school  must  bring 
with  them  credentials  signed  by  a  County  or  City  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  a  Principal  of  a  high  school  or  the  State  Superintendent  of  In- 
struction. 

These  credentials  must  show  the  applicant  to  have  progressed  in 
his  studies  to  the  completion  of  the  second  year  of  the  high  school  or  its 
equivalent  in  order  to  entitle  him  to  matriculate  in  this  school  for  the 
term  beginning  October,  1905.  These  credentials  will  not  be  required 
of  applicants  who  present  diplomas  from  high  schools  or  colleges. 

Beginning  with  October,  1906-7,  the  National  Examiners'  Association 
requires  that  all  matriculants  shall  be  graduates  from  an  accredited 
high  school  or  have  an  equivalent  education ;  and  beginning  with  the 
year  1907  to  1908  this  school  in  common  with  the  other  Chicago  Dental 
schools  will  demand  graduation  from  a  high  school  having  a  four  years' 
course,  or  an  equivalent  education,  to  be  determined  on  the  count  system. 

The  present  year,  1905,  will  be  the  last  for  the  admission  of  students  with 
two  years  of  high  school  education. 
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ADMISSION  TO  ADVANCED  STANDING. 

Students  who  present  certificates  of  having  taken  courses  in  other 
recognized  dental  schools  which  cover  subjects  required  in  this  school 
will  be  credited  with  such  studies  if  satisfactory  to  the  dean  and  pro- 
fessors in  the  respective  departments.  Graduates  in  medicine  will  be 
credited  with  one  year's  time. 

Students  who  present  credentials  from  reputable  schools,  medical, 
scientific  or  literary,  for  work  done  in  branches  taught  in  this  school 
covering  these  fully  or  in  clearly  definite  part,  may  receive  credit  for 
work  done  in  these  subjects. 

Such  credentials  shall  express  the  hours  of  didactic  work  with  grades, 
or  the  hours  and  character  of  laboratory  work  with  note  books,  when- 
ever note  books  have  been  employed. 

This  school  will  receive  no  student  who  is  not  present  within  ten 
days  after  the  opening  day,  as  announced  in  the  Bulletin. 

Students  matriculating  in  this  school,  by  doing  so,  agree  to  accept 
the  discipline  imposed  by  the  faculty. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  is  conferred  on  such  students 
as  complete  the  course  of  instruction,  having  attended  the  required  courses 
of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  must  be  in  this  school,  and  passed  satisfactory 
examinations  in  all  the  subjects  of  study.  To  be  admitted  to  the  degree, 
the  student  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  possess  a  good  moral 
character.    He  must  have  paid  all  fees  in  full. 

The  monthly  reports  of  the  quizzes  and  the  infirmary  practice  of 
the  students  will  bear  very  materially  upon  their  standing  at  all  ex- 
aminations. 

It  is  desirable  that  students  should  matriculate  early,  inasmuch  as  the 
order  of  assignment  of  seats  is  based  upon  the  order  of  time  in  which 
they  matriculate.

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DENTAL  LAWS— Continued. 

District  of  Columbia — The  paragraph  in  the  law  entitling  graduates 
of  Dental  Colleges  which  require  a  three  years'  course  of  study  to  a 
certificate,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  and  without  an  examination,  has 
been  struck  cut  and  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  the  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners  may  issue  a  license  to  practice,  to  any  one  having  been  in 
legal  practice  for  a  period  of  five  years  or  more,  upon  the  certificate  of 
a  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  of  a  state  or  territory  in  which  he  practiced, 
showing  competency  and  moral  character,  and  upon  the  payment  of  the 
fee,  without  an  examination  as  to  his  qualifications.

Kansas — ^Law  of  1903.  Has  a  Board  of  Examiners  consisting  of  three 
members  appointed  by  the  governor  from  the  registered  dentists  residing 
within  the  state.  Candidates  for  admission  to  practice  who  have  the 
diploma  of  a  leputable  Dental  School  in  good  standing,  duly  authorized 
by  the  laws  of  any  of  the  United  States  or  some  foreign  country,  and  in 
which  at  the  time  the  diploma  was  issued,  there  was  annually  delivered 
a  full  course  of  lectures  and  instructions  in  dentistry,  upon  filing  a 
copy  of  their  diploma,  together  with  an  affidavit  proving  identity  and 
setting  forth  their  age  and  time  spent  in  the  study  of  dentistry,  receive 
the  certificate  entitling  them  to  practice  in  the  state  without  an  examina- 
tion, if  the  Board  finds  the  diploma  genuine  and  from  a  reputable  institu- 
tion of  learning  as  determined  by  the  Board. 

Each  licensed  dentist,  on  or  before  July  of  each  year,  must  for- 
ward to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  his  signature  and  address  for  registra- 
tion. 

Candidates  who  do  not  hold  diplomas  are  examined  by  the  Board. 

Fees — For  a  certificate  for  registration  of  diploma,  five  dollars;  for 
a  certificate  upon  examination,  ten  dollars ;  annual  registration  fee,  one 
dollar.

Kentucky — Law  of  1903,  amending  the  law  of  1868  and  of  1886  under 
the  luling  of  the  court  of  appeals  of  this  state,  are  considered  as  one  act. 

Has  a  Board  of  five  dental  examiners  elected  by  the  State  Dental 
Association  trom  its  membership. 

Holders  of  diplomas  of  a  Dental  College  duly  authorized  by  the 
laws  of  any  state  in  the  Union  or  foreign  countries,  must  file  a  copy 
thereof  with  the  Board  of  Examiners  and  receive  a  certificate  or  license 
to  practice,  without  examination.  All  others  must  undergo  a  satisfactory 
examination  before  the  Board  of  Examiners.  All  holders  of  certificates 
to  practice  dentistry  must  have  the  same  registered  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  they  reside,  for  which  a  fee  of  fifty  cents 
is  charged. 

Fee  for  certificate  is  five  dollars  for  either  examination  or  upon 
ciiploma.

Louisiana — Law  of  1902.  Has  a  Board  of  five  members  appointed 
by  the  Governor.  It  is  unlawful  to  begin  to  practice  in  this  state  without 
having  first  obtained  from  the  Louisiana  State  Board  of  Dentistry  a 
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certificate  of  qualification  and  having  caused  such  certificate  to  be  duly 
recorded. 

To  be  elegible  to  receive  such  certificate  the  appHcant  must  be  of 
good  moral  character;  be  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  legally  emancipated 
according  to  the  laws  of  Louisiana,  and  he  must  be  a  graduate  in  dentistry 
from  a  college  belonging  to  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties, 
or  recognized  by  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners. 

This  law  provides  that  the  Board  shall  prescribe  in  its  regulations 
what  conditions  shall  constitute  a  good  standing  for  a  Dental  College  and 
shall  issue  certificates  to  colleges  fulfilling  said  conditions. 

These  certificates  before  the  holders  enter  into  practice  must  be 
registered  in  the  ofiice  of  the  clerk  of  court  in  the  parish  in  which  he 
resides,  excepting  in  the  parish  of  Orleans  where  he  must  register  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Fee  for  such  registration  is  one 
dollar.    Examination  and  registration  fee  is  twenty-five  dollars.

Maine — ^Law  of  1891.  Has  a  Board  of  Examiners  consisting  of  five 
members  appointed  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Council. 

Any  person  desiring  to  practice  dentistry  must  take  the  examination 
before  said  Board  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Pathology,  Therapeutics, 
Chemistry  and  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Dentistry,  and  pay  a  fee  of 
twenty  dollars  for  the  examination.

Maryland — Law  of  1896.  Has  a  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners 
"of  six  practicing  dentists  of  recognized  ability  and  honor,  who  have 
held  regular  dental  diplomas  for  five  years,"  appointed  by  the  Governor 
out  of  a  list  of  nine  dentists  proposed  by  the  Maryland  State  Dental 
Association.  Any  person  twenty-one  years  of  age,  the  graduate  and 
holder  of  a  diploma  from  a  university  or  college  authorized  to  grant 
diplomas  in  dental  surgery  by  the  laws  of  any  one  of  the  United  States, 
is  entitled  to  take  the  examination.  Any  graduate  of  a  regular  College 
of  Dentistry  may  be  registered  without  an  examination  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Board.  A  temporary  certificate,  good  only  until  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board,  may  be  issued  by  its  officers  to  the  holder  of  a  regular 
dental  diploma  duly  registered  by  a  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  created 
by  the  laws  of  any  one  of  the  United  States.  Fee  for  examination  and 
registration  is  ten  dollars.

Massachusetts — Law  of  1903.  Has  a  Board  of  five  persons,  male  or 
female,  skilled  dentists  of  good  repute  who  have  been  regularly  graduated 
from  a  reputable  medical  or  dental  college  or  who  shall  have  been  in 
the  practice  of  dentistry  for  ten  years.  The  Board  is  appointed  by  the 
Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  council.  Any  person  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  or  over  may  present  himself  for  an  examination.  If 
a  certificate  of  license  is  granted  it  must  be  displayed  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  office  of  the  holder  and  in  plain  view  of  his  patients,  and 
any  person  who  carries  on  a  dental  business  must  exhibit  his  full  name  in 
plain  readable  letters  in  each  office  or  room  in  which  he  transacts  his 
business.    A  licensed  dentist  of  another  state  may  operate  at  a  public 
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clinic  of  a  reputable  dental  association  without  incurring  the  penalties 
of  this  act.    The  examination  fee  is  twenty  dollars.

Michigan — Has  a  Board  of  Examiners  consisting  of  three  practical 
dentists,  graduates  of  a  reputable  dental  college,  or  who  otherwise 
possess  the  necessary  qualifications,  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

In  the  event  that  a  member  of  the  Board  is  not  able  to  attend  its 
meeting,  he  has  the  power  to  appoint  a  substitute  with  the  consent  of 
the  other  members  of  the  Board. 

Every  one  desiring  to  enter  the  practice  of  dentistry  is  required  to 
appear  before  the  Board  for  examination,  but  any  one  who  has  received 
a  diploma  from  the  faculty  of  a  reputable  college  in  the  United  States 
that  maintains  a  course  of  instruction  and  practice  fully  equal  or  equiv- 
alent to  that  of  the  College  of  Dental  Surgery  of  the  University  of  Mich- 
igan is  entitled  to  receive  the  certificate  without  examination.  Any 
member  of  the  Board  may  upon  examination  grant  a  temporary  license 
to  practice  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.  Fee  for  examination 
and  license  is  ten  dollars. 

There  is  also  a  registration  fee  of  licenses  issued  upon  diplomas  of 
three  dollars.

Minnesota — Law  of  1889.  Has  a  Board  of  five  Examiners  appointed 
by  the  Governor  upon  recommendation  of  the  Minnesota  State  Dental 
Association,  but  the  Governor  may  appoint  two  of  the  members  of  this 
Board  who  are  not  members  of  the  State  Dental  Association. 

All  persons  are  required  to  take  an  examination  and  in  order  to  be 
eligible  they  must  present  a  diploma  from  a  college  in  good  standing  and 
the  Board  has  discretion  to  admit  to  the  examination  such  persons  as 
shall  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  been  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  dentistry  ten  years  prior  to  April  24,  1889. 

Each  license  to  practice  in  the  state  must  be  registered  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  holder  re- 
sides. Every  registered  dentist  must  have  his  license  renewed  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year. 

Examination  fee  is  ten  dollars ;  registration  fee  with  clerk  of  court 
is  fifty  cents ;  annual  license  fee,  one  dollar.

Mississippi— Law  of  1904.  Has  a  Board  of  five  Dental  Examiners 
who  are  graduates  from  a  reputable  college,  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
whose  tenure  expires  with  that  of  the  Governor  appointing  them.  All 
candidates  must  be  examined  by  the  Board.  For  examination  for  ad- 
mission to  the  practice  of  dentistry  one  must  ^  apply  to  the  Board 
in  writing  for  a  license  to  do  so  and  this  application  must  be  signed  by 
two  reputable  citizens  of  the  state,  attesting  that  the  applicant  is  of  good 
moral  character  and  that  he  possesses  an  education  equal  to  a  high  school 
graduation. 

The  Board  meets  annually  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  May  at  the  capital 
of  the  state  for  the  examination  of  applicants. 
Fees  not  stated.

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Missouri — Law  of  1901.  Has  a  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  con- 
sisting of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor.  Graduates  from  a 
reputable  college  of  any  of  the  United  States  may  present  their  diplomas 
in  person  or  by  proxy,  to  the  state  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  and  re- 
ceive a  certificate  or  license  to  practice,  all  other  persons  who  shall 
actually  have  studied  dentistry  in  the  state  for  three  years  under  a  legally 
registered  dentist,  or  who  may  have  a  license  from  the  Dental  Board 
of  any  other  state,  may  appear  before  the  Board  for  examination.  Any 
two  members  of  the  Board  may  issue  a  temporary  license  to  remain  in 
force  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board.  Each  license  must 
be  recorded  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  in  which  the  holder  re- 
sides, excepting  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis  where  this  registration  must  be 
performed  by  the  city  register.  On  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  Novem- 
ber of  each  year,  each  licensed  dentist  in  the  state  is  required  to  forward 
to  the  Board  his  signature  and  address  for  renewal  of  the  license.  The 
Board  is  given  full  power  to  determine  what  shall  constitute  a  Dental 
Institution  in  good  standing  and  may  make  rules  and  regulations  for  that 
purpose.  Fee  for  license  upon  diploma  is  two  dollars.  Upon  examina- 
tion is  ten  dollars.  For  annual  registration  with  the  Board  one  dollar. 
For  registration  with  county  clerk  or  city  register,  fifty  cents.

Montana — ^Law  of  1895.  Has  a  Board  of  five  Dental  Examiners  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor.  All  persons  desiring  to  practice  in  the  State 
must  appear  before  the  Board  for  examination.  To  be  eHgible  the  appli- 
cant must  have  practiced  dentistry  for  five  years,  or  have  been  a  bona 
fide  student  for  five  years,  or  shall  present  a  diploma  from  some  reputable 
college. 

If  a  certificate  of  license  is  granted  it  must  be  registered  within 
sixty  days  in  the  ofiice  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  holder  ex- 
pects to  practice.  By  a  rule  of  the  Board  the  Dental  Colleges  consid- 
ered as  reputable  are  such  as  have  recognition  in  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Dental  Faculties.  Any  member  of  the  Board  may  issue  tem- 
porary license  during  the  interim  of  Board  meetings. 

Every  registered  dentist  is  required  to  pay  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  May  of  each  year,  the  fee  of  one  dollar  as  his  annual  dues. 

The  fee  for  examination  and  license  is  twenty-five  dollars.  The 
registration  fee  with  the  county  clerk  is  the  statutory  recording  fee.
